ce Sum of Twenty-five Pounds to be recovered by Action of Debt, in the

« Courts of Record.“ And whereas there is great Reaſon to believe that 
many Perſons who ate not qualified, do act as Brokers, and employ 
others under them to act as ſuch, within the ſaid City and Liberties, in 
open Contempt and Violation of the ſaid Act of Parliament, to the great 
injury and Prejudice of thoſe who are legally admitted in purſuance 
thereof, and to the manifeſt Hazard of Merchants and others who
